peace,” Eisenhower in effect to ld 
Soviet Russia that he stands ready 
to engage “in joint 
effo rt to re­ 
move the causes o f mutual fear 
and distrust among 
natio ns” —pro ­ 
vided they honestly 
and in go o d 
faith aim toward a secure peace 
for all. 
The new President 
spo ke after 
solemnly taking his oath 
o f o ffice 
within the shadow of the Capito l’s 
dome. Before him were tho usands 
massed in the broad Capitol plaza. 
Millions of o thers heard his wbrda 
via radio and TV. 
The President’s dominant 
theme 
was foreign policy and 
America’s 
world leadership. He spoke o ut to 
assure allies abroad that the Unit­ 
ed States stands with them, with­ 
out imperialistic designs; 
he to ld 
aggressors he will never 
trade 
honor for security. 
Eisenhower took 
no te o f pro b­ 
lems at home, but said the ques­ 
tion of peace is supreme. 
“Great as are the preo ccupa­ 
tions absorbing 
us at ho me,” he 
said, 
“each 
of 
these 
do mestic 
problems is dwarfed by , and o ften 
even created by, this questio n that 
involves all human 
kind.” 
Again, he said: 
“It is the firm duty o f each o f 
our free citizens and o f ev ery free 
citizen

“ By their o bserv ance,” he said

a fact. 
“ This ho pe—this supreme aspir­ 
atio n—must rule the way we liv e.** 
Eisenho wer asked to o fo r div ine 
guidance fo r the new administra­ 
tio n. 
Eisenho wer, trained in the way s 
o f war, dwelt o n peace as the go al 
o f all Americans and freedo m- 
lo v ing peo ple ev ery where. But he 
called fo r a stro ng America and 
declared, “ We shall nev er try to 
placate an agresso r by the false 
and wicked bargain o f trading 
ho no r fo r security .”

Since the taxpay ers’ money is 
being spent on relief undertak ings, 
we feel the names of recipients of 
aid, the amounts they get and the !

All necessary care 
should be tak en, however, to pro­ 
tect legitimate recipients of help 
from embarrassment. There should

Farming ring. 
One of the first 
practices the 
Scotts did after moving onto the 
farm was to start a soil fertility 
drainage program. Mr. Scott is 
using a system of “W” type ditches 
to drain his .farm. In 1949 Mr. 
Scott applied 30 tons of lime, 50 
tons of barnyard manure, used six 
tons of fertilizer, and turned under 
105 acres of 
vetch for 
green 
manure. 
In 1949 the Scotts spent $5,000 
on remodeling their home, fol­ 
lowing suggestions from the coun­ 
ty and home agents from over 
Southeast Missouri who had met 
on their farm for a training meet­ 
ing in Balanced Farming. The

them in making a farmstead ar­ 
rangement so that all the build­ 
ings would be built in a plan as 
they were added.

FARMERS ON WISE 
INVESTMENTS

There are many good reasons 
that have already been given for 
buying 
United 
States 
Defense 
Bonds. Let us review a few of 
them briefly. 
First, bond purchases are an 
excellent— perhaps 
the 
best— 
method of accumulating and hold­ 
ing a modest reserve fund for un- 
forseeable 
emergencies. 
Every 
person—and especially every fam­ 
ily—needs such a reserve lor un­ 
expected illnesses, accidents, loss­ 
es, etc. It should be equal to form 
10 to 20% of the annual income or 
to one or two months salary. Only 
those of us who have sorely need­ 
ed such reserves can fully appre­ 
ciate the need for them. 
Second, bond purchases are an 
excellent 
means to 
accumulate 
funds 
for 
substantial 
foreseen 
needs—for the pui chase of a new 
car or other machinery; -for in­ 
stalling a water system or fur­ 
nace; for childrens education and 
similar purposes. It is difficult for 
most of us to 
accumulate such 
sums in loose cash or in bank de­ 
posits. 
Third, a monthly bond purchase

Fourth, in addition to the above 
personal reasons, there is the pa­ 
triotic appeal.

with our past bond purchases. But * 
—and this is certain—we would 
have had more inflation if we had 
bought fewer bonds.

He I 
is also a farmer and one of the I 
straightest thinking men I know. 
This is what he told me about 
bonds: 
“I am now buying at the rate of

I am the owner of a 
farm, to 
operate which I bought a tractor 
in 1949 at a cost of $1675. This 
tractor, of course, is wearing out. 
I estimate it will have to be re­ 
placed in 1957, and that the new 
tractor will cost about $2700. 
I have 
other 
machinery, of 
course—a combine, corn picker, 
cultivators, discs, 
mowers, 
hay 
rakes, etc.—that cost $5160. This 
equipment also is wearing out and 
will have to be replaced at prices 
well above its original cost. 
Having made my own way in 
the world since early boyhood, I 
have learned the hard way that 
money does not appear just be­ 
cause I need it—large expendi­ 
tures have to be planned for and 
the money provided in advance.

bat communism. 
Firm ly, he ruled out any ap­ 
peasement of aggressors in these 
words. 
“ In the final choice, a soldier’s 
pack is not so heavy a burden as 
a prisoner’s chains.” 
But in dedicating his adm inis­ 
tration to winning “ an earth of 
peace,” Eisenhower in effect told 
Soviet Russia that he stands ready 
to engage “ in joint effort to re­ 
move the causes of mutual fear 
and distrust among nations” — pro­ 
vided they honestly and in good 
faith aim toward a secure peace 
for all. 
The new President spoke after 
solemnly taking his oath of office 
within the shadow of the Capitol’s 
dome. Before him were thousands 
massed in the broad Capitol plaza. 
M illions of others heard his words 
via radio and TV. 
The President’s dominant theme 
was foreign policy and A m erica’s 
world leadership. He spoke out to 
assure allies abroad that the U n it­ 
ed States stands with them, w ith ­ 
out im perialistic designs; he told

honor for security. 
Eisenhower took note of prob­ 
lems at home, but said the ques­ 
tion of peace is supreme. 
“ Great as are the preoccupa­ 
tions absorbing us at home,” he

even created by, this question that 
involves all human kind.” 
Again, he said: 
“ It is the firm duty of each of 
our free citizens and of every free 
citizen everywhere to place the 
cause of his country before the 
comfort of himself.”

“ B y their observance,” he said 
of these principles, “ an earth of 
peace may become not a vision but 
a fact. 
“ This hope— this supreme aspir­ 
ation— must rule the w ay we live.” 
Eisenhower asked too for divine 
guidance for the new adm inistra­ 
tion. 
Eisenhower, trained in me ways 
of war, dwelt on peace as the goal 
of all Am ericans and freedom- 
loving people everywhere. But he

The 88-year-old Dem ocrat who 
fought from coast to coast in a 
futile attem pt to stem the C O P 
tide in N ovem ber, yielded w ith a 
smile on his face and a “godspeed” 
Dwight D. Eisen- 
I how'er. T hat w ord was given in 
T rum an’* farew ell State of the 
Union message to Congress.

W ASHINGTON (ZP)— D wight D. 
Eisenhower took over the P resi­ 
dency today w ith a pledge of Am ­ 
erican leadership in building free 
W’orld strength and unity to com ­ 
bat com m unism . 
Firm ly, he ruled out any ap­ 
peasem ent of aggressors in these 
words. 
“In the final choice, a soldier’s 
pack is not so heavy a burden as 
a prisoner’s chains.” 
But in dedicating his adm inis­ 
tration to w inning “an earth of 
peace,” Eisenhower in effect told 
Soviet Russia that he stands ready 
to engage “in joint effort to re­ 
move the causes of m utual fear 
and distrust am ong nations”—pro­ 
vided they honestly and in good 
faith aim tow ard a secure peace 
for all. 
The new President spoke after 
solem nly taking his oath of office 
w ithin the shadow of the C apitol’s 
dome. Before him w ere thousands 
massed in the broad Capitol plaza. 
Millions of others heard his w ords 
via radio and TV. 
The P resident’s dom inant them e 
was foreign policy and A m erica’s 
world leadership. He spoke out to 
assure allies abroad that the U nit­ 
ed States stands w ith them , w ith­ 
out im perialistic designs; he told 
aggressors he will 
never trado 
honor for security. 
Eisenhow er took note of prob­ 
lems at hom e, but said the ques­ 
tion of peace is suprem e. 
“G reat as are the preoccupa­ 
tions absorbing us at hom e,” he 
said, 
“each 
of

dom estic 
problem s is dw arfed by, and often 
even created by, this question th at 
involves all hum an kind.” 
Again, he said: 
“ It is the firm duty of each of 
our free citizens and of every free 
citizen everyw here to place the 
cause of his country before the 
com fort of him self.”

To encourage productivity and 
trade. 
To strengthen regional group­ 
ings of free peoples. 
To recognize the equality of all 
races and all peoples and, finally . . 
To m ake the U nited N ations 
work. 
“ By th eir observance,” he said 
of these principles, “an earth of 
peace m ay become not a vision but 
a fact. 
“This hope— this suprem e aspir­ 
ation—m ust rule the w ay we live.” 
Eisenhow er asked too for divine 
guidance for the new adm inistra­ 
tion. 
Eisenhow er, trained in the ways 
of w ar, dw elt on peace as the goal 
of all A m ericans and freedom - 
loving people everyw here. But he 
called for a strong A m erica and 
declared, “ We shall never try to 
placate an agressor by the false 
and 
w icked bargain of trading 
honor for security.” 
The inaugural docum ent dealt 
only obliquely w ith dom estic af­ 
fairs. The em phasis on foreign pol­ 
icy—specifically, on the idea of 
w orld-w ide collective security — 
pointed the new adm inistration’s 
course in m ore of an internation­ 
alist direction than heretofore has 
had the backing of some GOP con­ 
gressional leaders.
